the country s inhabitants as a basis for fixing the 
representation of the various states In Congress, 
.tittle • anticipated that the census would within a 
half dozen generations become comprehensive as. 
to reflect almost every aspect of the life of the 
nation. This it now does, and increased population 
tnd further wld«ning of the range of Inquiry will 
m»ke the thirteenth census a much larger tusk 
thtn arty of its predecessors.

Considered fn,the single aspect of an enumera- 


tion of populatio* the census is a.huge enterprise, 
requiring the services of an army of workers out- 
numbering two to one the military forces of the 
country. 
Present estimates place the number of 


enumerators necessary for rapid performance ot 
the work at not less than 65,000, an increase of 
about 11,000 over the number.ten years ago. 
In- 


clusion of Hawaii and Porto Rico in the census- 
taking, increase^ population and the reduction of 
the working hours of'per diem enumerators from 
ten to eight are -responsible for most of the In-.

Even with this large force It will be, of 


course, impossible to complete the enumeration-in 
One day, and the law allows 30 days for the filing 
Of reports, except in eitijw having 5,000 or more

the Paris Geographical society, believes 
that France is the logical arbiter. 


"Recitals are Inconclusive," he said 


today. "They contain plenty of liter- 
ary effect but small detail and they 
lack exact Information. Personally I 
think that both Commander Peary and 
Dr. Cook should be ask«d to produce 
their proofs, maps and diaries. Until 
that is done the scientific world has 
the right to entertain scientific doubt 
This does not imply distrust, but,It Is 
proper that a demonstration should be 
given. 


"It Is possible that both Dr. Cook 


and Commander P"eary reached the 
pole, but why one rather than the 
other? I think all documents should be 
submitted to a scientific society which 
would name a commission composed of 
explorers, astronomers, navigators and 
polar expert*. The commission should 
have the right to summon witnesses 
and class-examine them. 


"In the United States scientists, ac- 


cording to their sympathies, are di- 
vided into Cookists and Peai»S»ts. 
Therefore an American verdict would 
convince no one."

Commander Peary had

witnesses on his journey to nearly the 
88th parallel, Br. Cook's only white 
companion left him at Etah. 'With re- 
gard to the unexampled speed Of the 
Journey the Post supposes that it was 
due to superior organisation and equip- 
ment.
